euery man looked (as it were) with the ſtampe of death 
in his palc viſage. The tempeſt continuing (our Boat 
not being able to keepethe Seas) we were conſtrained 
to ſeeke into a creeke, betwixt rwo; rockes,tor ſafery of 
ourliues ; where; whem we entred, there was no likeli- 
hood of relicfe:forwe had a ſhelfireſhore, and giuing 
ground ra the Ankets,they came both home. The for-

Ar our firſt incounter with the Rockes, (our fore- 
deckes,and boates gallery being broke, and agreatlake 
made);the recoiling waues brought vs backe fromthe 
Shelfes a great way; which the poore maiſter percei- 
uing,and that there were ſcuen men drowned, and ele- 
ven perſonsaliue, cryed witha loud voyce : Be of good 
courage,takevp oares,and row haſtilyz1r may be,before 
the barke finke,we ſhall actaine to yonder Caue. Euery 
man working for his owne delinerance (as it pleaſed 
God) we gotthe ſame with good fortune : forno ſoo- 
ner were we dif-barked, but the Boat immediatly ſunke. 
There was nothing ſaued but my Coffzn0, which I kept 
alwayes in my armes; for thewhich ſafery ofmy things, 
the Greekes were in admiration. Inthis Caue, which 
was thirty paces long, within the mountaine, weabode 
three dayes, without both meate and drinke : vpon the 
tourth day at morne,the'tempeſt ceaſing, therecame- 
Fiſher-boats to relieue vs; who found the ten Greeks 
almoſt famiſhed for lacke of food zbutT in that hunger- 
ſaruing feare,fed vpon the expeRation of my. doubr- 
full reliefe, True it js,a miſerable thing itis for man, to

And as we were ad- 
uanced toward the Eaſt part of Troy,our Greeke brought 
The Toombes VS to many Toombes, which were mighty ruinous, and 
of Troians, pointed vs particularly to the Toombes of Heitor, Aiax, 
Achilles, Troylas , and many other valiant Champions, 
withthe Toombes alſo of Hecuba, Creſſeid, and other 
Trojene Dames : Well I wote, I ſaw infinite old Sepul- 
chres, bur for their particular names, and nomination 
of them, I ſuſpend , neither could I belecue my Inter- 
preter, ith it is more then three thoufand-and odde 
yeares agoe, that Troy was deſtroyed: heſhewed vs al- 
ſo the ruines of king Priams palace, and where Anchiſes 
the father of Aereas dwelt.

_ Sattins, Silkes, Veluets,Cloth of Siluer and GoJd,and 
the moſt exquiſitely wrought handkerchicfes, that can 
be found in the world; with infinit other commodities, , 
the relation of which would be tedious. 

I haue ſeene men and women as vſually ſold heere in 
markets, as Horſes and other beaſts are with vs; The 
moſt part of which are Hungarians, Tran/iluanians, and 
Bohemians, captiues,and of other places beſides, which 
they overcome. Whom, itno compaſſionable Chriſti 
an will buy, or releive; then muſt they either turne 
Turke, or be addied to perpetuall flauery. InConflar- 
tinople there haue happened many fearcfull fires, which 
often hauc conſumed to aſhes the moſt part of thera- 
reſt monuments there, and the beauty of infinire Pala- 
ces, as Zonores the Conſtantinopolitan Hiſtoriogra- 
pher in his Hiſtories mentioneth. And now lately:in- 
the yeare 1607. Offober 14. there were burned aboue 

| 3000. houſes, of which Iſawa number of ruines (as 
yet)vnrepaired.Itis ſubieR alſoto diuers carth-quakes, 
which haue often ſubuerted the Towers, Houſes;Chur- 
ches, and walles of the Citry tothe ground. Eſpecially 
in the yeare 1509. in the reigneof Bazazeth, the ninth 
Emperour of the Turkes, in which time, more then 
I 3000 perſons were all ſmothered and dead;and laid vp 
in heapes vnburied.

ded) we I ſay incountred with ſuch deep ſandy ground, 
that the Mulets were not able to carry vs through: 
whereupon we all diſmounted, wreſtling, and wading 
aboue the middle part of our bodies, and ſometimes 
falling in ouer ourheads,wewere in great dangerofpe- 
riſhing : Even inthe middeſt of this turmoyling paine, 
(the night being darke) thevnwelcomed Arabs inuiro». 
ned,and inuaded vs with a ftorme of: arrqwes;z which 
they {ent from the tops of little hard hilles, whereupon,

ſo, becauſe if a bird flie ouer it; ſhe preſently falleth

id. 10.7. it ſmoketh continually; from whence pro- 
ceede filthy vapours,which deforme the fields, lying a- 
bout for certaine miles. as it were blaſted,ſcorched,and 
made-vtterly barren: This ſmoke I take onely to be bur 
the exhalation of 7ordan: for this river falling into ir, & 
there ending his courſe, the two contrary natures can- 
not agree; the onebeing a filthy puddle, and the other 
a pure Water, as I ſhall moreapprobably record. This 
- [ike is 80 miles in length, and 6 in bredth, being com- 
'aſled with the rocks of Arabzz Petreaon the South: on 
the North, with the ſandy hils of the wilderneſſe of In- 
dex: on the Weſt, with the ſteepy mountaines of A4ra- 
bia deſerta : and on the Eaſt, with the plaine of /er7co. 
How commeth it to paſſe therefore, that the freſh run- 
ning flood of 7orden, falling cucrmore into this boun- 
ded ſea; that the lake irſelfe, neuer diminjtheth,nor in- 
creaſeth, but alwayes ſtandeth ar one fulneſle : neither 
hath it any iſſuing forth, nor reboundeth backwards on 
the plaine of erico, which is one of the greateſt won- 
ders inthe world. VVherefore, as I haue faid, itmulſt 
needes either exhale to the clouds, or otherwiſe run 
downe to Hell: for if it ran vnder the rockes, and fo 
burſt forth in the defarts,it would ſoone be knowne;bur 
in all the bounds of Arabia deſerts, which berwixt this 
lake and the red ſea,extend to zoo miles;there is no ſuch 
matter,as brooke,or ſtrand, much lefle a riuer. 

It breedeth nor reſerueth no kind of fiſhes; and if by 
the ſwelling of 7rdan, any fiſhes be carricd to it, they 
i mmediatly dye. Although 7/ephus witneſſeth, that in 
his time, there was 'an Apple grew vpon the bankes 
thereof, like ro the colour of gold; and within was rot- 
ten, "and would confumeto powder; yet I afftirme now 
the contrary : for there isnerſuch arthing, (wharlocuer 
hathbeene in his dayes) as either trees, or buſhes, grow 
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neere to Sogome by many miles: ſuch is the conſumati, 
on of that peſtiferous gulte : Diuers Authors haue re. 
ported, thatnothing will ſinke into it,of any reaſonable 
weight, as dead men, or carkafſſes of beaſts ;bur by ex- 
pericnceI approue the contrary : for it bearethnothing 
aboue atal!; yea, notthe weight of a feather. The water 
it ſelfe, is ofa blackiſh-colour, and at ſometimes in the 
yeare,thereare terrible ſhapes, and ſhowes ofterrourin 
it,as I was informed ar /erico,which is the neereſt trowne 


thatbordereth thereupon. Je; 
This contagious, & peſtilentious lake of Sodome,reſems 
blech much (as may be ſuppoſed) that infernall gulte of 
Hell;butin my opinion, I hold itro be the. Purgatory 
of Papiſts : forthey ſay Limbus Patrum' is neere, orin 
the ſecond roometo Hell, which I thinke mult needes 
be Sodeme : for although it benot Hell icſelfe, yerI am 
perfivaded, it is aſecond Hell, hauing (as ſome report) 
no bottome. Wherefore I conclude thus, that ſtnce 
Papiſts will have a Purgatory, I abſolutely affixme, it 
muſtbe ſuch a purgatory,as the purging of Sodome and 
Gomorhazwhich was with fire and brimſtone.” |
